Chinese residents of the city had a re­ 
markable street parade to-day in honor 
of the great idol known as Tan Wong 
recently brought from China. 
The 
parade was one of oriental magnifi­ 
cence, but was confined to the streetH 
and alleys of Chinatown. The cos­ 
tumes, banners and oriental weapons 
incident to the parade were brought 
from China especially for the occasion. 
There were 1000 Chinamen in line and 
a number of 


C H IN E S E W OM EN , 
mounted on richly caparisoned horses, 
the entire column presenting a blaze 
of color. The women wore long silken 
gowns, and at their sides walked at­ 
tendants holding 
high over their 
heads the banners of the God. The 
men in the procession carried antique 
war implements, long gilt maces and 
elaborately carved swords or spears, 
arolind whose points were coiled gilt 
lizards, snakes and flaming dragons. 


A N A RM ED 
BA TTA LIO N 
Marched attired in the brightest yel­ 
low and carrying weapons no two of 
which were alike. The feature that 
afforded particular delight to this pe­ 
culiar spectacle was a tinsel pavilion 
around the balconies of which ran in 
one continuous stream, little figures 
of iren and horses chasing one an­ 
other, naked men running ubout fight­ 
ing with swords and little Gods tw ist­ 
ing themselves about like snakes with 
extraordinary energy. A band in 
light pink proceeded a troopof cavalry. 
In front of 


T H E M IG H T Y JO SS 
Tan Wong was a band of musicians 
sounding huge gongs and ke; He krums 
while a body of cannoneers followed, 
keeping up a constant fusilad * of fire 
crackers. 
Twelve worshippers clad in 
light yellow carried Tan Wong who 
sat in a huge chair and alxmt him and 
behind him trod 


A T T EN D A N T S A N D PR IE S T S 
In long black satin robes. They were 
accompanied by incense-bcarers whose 
censers were hung from the end of 
long red pales. Following Tan Wong 
was a dragon 175 feet, and described 
as the most gorgeous ever seen in 
America. 
It was supported by (>0 
worshippers. 
This monster opened 
its mouth, worked its body, and by an 
appliance, known only to the Chinese, 
kept up a general outward appearance 
of being possessed of life and as 
though desiring to devour the Hpecta- 
tors viewing its contortions. The idol 
will be placed in the Joss House to-day 
to be worshipped.

county jail in this city at 12:04 p. m . 
to-day for the murder of his sister-in- 
law, M artha Hood, Octobi r 19, 1885. 
The murderer was a worthless fellow, 
depehding tl|>on his wife for support. 


U N A B L E T O R E S T . 
Un Wednesday night Kernaghan 
scarcely slept a wink. 
He turned 
about on his couch and while not ly­ 
ing down paced up and down his little 
cell. 
For a week he ate but little and 
lost all his spirit. 
Iu a spiritual way 
Father Galliano, wiio frequently visit­ 
ed him , could exercise but little influ­ 
ence. Thursday morning one of the 
jailors remarked to your correspond­ 
ent: “ Kernaghan has lost his nerve, 
and I believe we will have to carry 
him up on the scaffold. 
He always 
was a coward and a mean m an.” 


H IS L A ST N IG H T . 
The condemned man passed a very 
restless night and awoke before 7 
o’clock this morning. Shortly before 
9 he was told his wife would meet 
him. 
This announcement did not 
move him in the least, and, with 
Bible in hand, lie walked upstairs and 
along the corridor to his cell. 
The 
vigilant jailor who had kept the death 
watch throughout the night, was re­ 
lieved about that time by the Deputy 
Sheriff. 


T H E P H Y 8 IC IA N A R R IV E ? 
Shortly after, Kernaghan was en- 
•onccd in cell (51, where he was 
visited by City Physican Black, to 
whom he’spoke a few words of wel­ 
come. The physician felt his pulse 
and the beat was normal, being eighty 
pulsations. 
He asked Kernaghan if he did not 
desire some stimulants before going 
on the scaffold. 
He received a nega­ 
tive reply. 
He said he did not feel 
nervous. 
Although Dr. Black urged 
him to take some liquor, he remained 
firm and said that he did not require 
any. 
He then thanked the physician 
for the kindness he had manifested 
toward him during liis imprisonment, 
and added in a jocular manner, “ I 
am glad to know, doctor, that 
1 
will never again need any medicine.” 


IN D O O R PR E PA R A T IO N S . 
During the forenoon tinsm iths ar­ 
rived in the jail and proceeded to cover 
up the apertures on the cell doors 
along the corridors in order to prevent 
the prisoners from witnessing the 
tragedy. 


A P E A C E -M A K E R ’S V IS IT . 
About 9 :80 o’clock the man who had 
visited the jail early this morning for 
the purpose of interviewing the mur­ 
derer with a view of making a recon­ 
ciliation between Kernaghan and his 
wife, again applied for admittance. 
He gave the nam e of John T. Harris, 
and was adm itted by Jailor Rogers on 
an order from the sheriff. 
When Ker­ 
naghan was told of Harris’ visit, he 
expressed a desire to see him , and the 
latter was admitted to his cell. 


IIE W R IT E S TO I II 8 W IF E . 
Harris remained in the cell with 
Kernaghan for half an hour. 
When 
he made his exit from the cell he had 
a letter in his possession, which was 
read by the Sheriff before he took his 
departure from the jail. The epistle, 
which was brief, was written in a 
scrawling, but bold hand. It w o b ad­ 
dressed to his “ dear wife,” and was 
to the effect that if she wished to see 
him in his last moments ho was wait­ 
ing to m eet her in a “ Christian spirit.” 
He declared, in conclusion, as he has 
on many occasions, .that he lias for­ 
given her and all others to whom he 
had previously 
attributed 
all his 
trouble. 
After the departure of H ar­ 
ris, Kernaghan stated that he was not 
acquainted with the visitor, and had 
never m et him before. H e was also 
at a loss to account for the great in­ 
terest a perfect stranger had taken in 
his private aft'iirs. 


H IS W IF E C A LLS. 
The letter written by K ernaghan 
asked his wife to appear at l l :25 a .m . , 
and she was at once adm itted to the 
jail. The prisoner was visibly affected 
for the first time during the morning 
upon seeing his wife, and the latter 
was also in a highly nervous state. As 
the hour for the approach of the exe­ 
cution was close, the interview lasted 
but a few moments, Kernaghan beg­ 
ging his wife to forgive him . 
She left 
the jail twenty minutes before the 
hour set for the execution. 


P R E P A R IN G FO R T H E E N D . 
He proceeded to dress in a deliber­ 
ate manner. 
It was apparent that he 
was far from nervous. A light breakfast 
was brought into his cell and he ate 
slowly. 
He afterwards knelt down 
and engaged in prayer for fifteen m in­ 
utes. 
He then changed his attire for 
one of more sombre hue and sat down 
and opened a testament which he read 
for some time until he was interrunted 
by the chief jailor, who removed him 
to another cell, in close proxim ity to 
the gallows. 


IN T E R E S T E D S P E C T A T O R S. 
About fifteen minutes before noon 
the crowd which had been collecting 
in the corridors took their places near 
the gallows and awaited the fatal mo­ 
ment. 
Kernaghan could bo seen 
within the cell conversing quietly 
with B. C. J)uffv, a fellow member of 
the K. of P., who was with him to the 
last moment. 
Sheriff Me Mann and 
several deputies then went into the 
cell, and all shook hands w ith the con­ 
dem ned man. 


I I E W A L K S TO T H E S C A F F O L D . 
Just, as the clock struck twelve the 
Sheriff told Kernaghan to arise. This 
he did, and with a deputy sheriff on 
each side he walked with a firm step 
out of the cell and a distance of ten 
feet to the scaffold. 
H is face was 
pale, but with that exception there 
was not the slightest perceptible evi­ 
dence of emotion. Upon being asked 
if he had anything to say, he looked 
out at the crowd and spoke about two 
m inutes,say ing that he was crazy when 


he committed tho murder, but was 
willing to die. 


T H E T R A P F A L L 8 . 
When he had ceased speaking his 
arm s and legs were pinioned, the 
black cap slipped over his head, and 
Under-Sheriff Dunn cut 
the cord. 
The trap fell precisely at 12:04. The 
body dropped eight feet and the knot 
slipped around to the hack of the 
neck, hut there was not the slightest 
tremor in the limbs. He died without 
a struggle, and life was pronounced 
extinct in a few minutes. 


D ISPO SIT IO N OF T H E REM A IN S. 
The body was lowered in twenty 
minutes anil removed to the morgue, 
where an autopsy and inquest was 
held. The physicians gave as their 
opinion that the neck was broken by 
the fall. The body was surrendered 
to a committee of the Garfield Ixulge, 
Knights of Pythias, by whom it was 
hurried. 


W H Y I IE W AS H A N G E D . 
The crime for which John Ker­ 
naghan to-day paid the death penalty 
was of the most brutal character. Two 
years ago ho kept a saloon in this city, 
and as lie failed to provide sufficiently 
for his family, his wife and her sister, 
Martha Ann Hood, were obliged to 
open a fancy store. He was possessed 
of violent hatred for his sister-in-law, 
and 
often 
asked 
his 
wife 
to 
turn her from the door. This she 
refused 
to 
do, 
and 
Kernaghan’s 
habits became so bad that finally 
lie provided nothing for liis family and 
his wife ;applied for letters of sole- 
tradership, and in the application 
she set forth that Kernaghan was an 
idle and worthless man. This in­ 
creased his hatred for his sister-in-law 
and he believed it was through her 
influence that his wife had applied for 
the*letters. 
He frequently made vio­ 
lent threats against the whole family. 


T H E M U R D E R . 
On the morning of October 8, 1885, 
he entered his Bister-in-law’s room 
while she was dressing and without a 
word, struck her a blow in the head 
with a hammer. 
W hen she fell he 
rained blows on her head until he was 
taken away by his wife and step­ 
daughter, who had been aroused, but 
as soon as he could break loose from 
them he renewed the attack on his 
sister-in-law. 
Kernaghan was imme­ 
diately arrested. The woman died in 
three davs.

The Project Gaining in 
Popularity. 


A NEW MOUNTAIN PASSAUE. 


AN EKBOK. 


A Short Line Into the Great In­ 
terior Basin of the Continent, 
Full of Riches. 


There was an active interchange of 
opinion yesterday in regaru to the pro­ 
posed railway from Salt Lake City to 
Loe Angeles. But a few years ago a 
majority of the inhabitants of the vast 
Territory of Utah purchased their 
merchandise in Los Angeles, and if a 
railway should be constructed from 
Los Angeles to Salt I .ake City the old 
trade would be restored in more than 
former volume and profit. The line 
direct from Los Angeles via Salt Lake 
City to Chicago is 800 miles shorter 
than by the other routes, and would 
be a wonderful advantage to the Pa­ 
cific coast. 
A movement is being made to in­ 
corporate a company here to Join with 
companies with terminal facilities at 
Salt lake City, to ascertain what can 
be done in the matter of an inde­ 
pendent line to the metropolis of 
South California. The Chicago and 
Northwestern, the Chicago, Burling­ 
ton and Quincy and the Denver and 
Rio Grande are all interested in an 
outlet into South California. The 
Southern Pacific has a line through 
this section and the Santa Fe system 
lias a line also across this section. 
It is now desired to know what 
either of these lines will do for 
tlie construction of the new overland. 
If connection should he made be­ 
tween Salt Lake and Mojave, the S. 
P. R. R. company would be the ben­ 
efician.’ of the line and would doubt­ 
less take an interest in the same as it 
would bring a vast business and cheap 
coal with a shortening of distance of 
800 miles between the Pacific center 
of immigration and the center of pop­ 
ulation. With- a junction with the 
Santa Fe system at Bar stew, that line 
would have the same advantages as 
the S. P. company. 
But the present plan is to have a 
new line to come through the Sierra 
Madre at the Tujunga cañón and open 
up a stream of 2000 inches of water to 
follow the line of the road. Another 
recommendation is to come through 
the Sierra Madre at the Arroyo Seco, 
and another for an entrance through 
the San Gabriel cañón. All these 
plans are before the public and will 
receive the careful attention at the 
hands of the gentlemen who are lead­ 
ers of the various enterprises. 
8ome persons who know little of 
railway building in the mountains 
think that the engineering difficulties 
are great and expensive but after 
viewing the Denver and Rio Grande, 
and the Central Pacific, and the 
California and Oregon lines in the 
mountains the proposed route of the 
new line seems feasible and easy. 
The mining.business along the pro­ 
posed line would support the road 
without any help from the through 
business. The country is developing 
so rapidly that there would be an im­ 
mense business for the line “from the 
word go." It is mainly out of the 
deep snow belt and the region of wash­ 
outs.The coal, salt, iron, lead, silver and 
gold along the line are worth a thous­ 
and fold more than the line would 
cost. It runs through a vast interior 
plateau with no competitor, and at 
Los Angeles complements at least 
three great Eastern lines that need 
the trade and commerce of the great 
interior basin of the continent and the 
more than Nile gardens of South Cali­ 
fornia. 
The matter of an inland line to Los 
Angeles is assuming such an impetus 
at Salt Lake City and in this city that 
a mountaineer a id a surveyor, Mr. E. 
A. DeCamp and John Goldsworthy, 
will cross the mountains by the way 
of Tujunga to Rock Creek to the great 
plateau that extends to Salt Lake on 
an easy grade where a railroad can he 
built at small expense. 
A company will be formed in this 
city to co-operate with the company 
recently formed in Salt Lake City to 
push the road through. The opening 
of the coalfields and other mines in 
the vast interior of the continent will 
make a near and immense market for 
the oil, olives, oranges, lemons, limes, 
raisins, dried, canned and crystallized 
fruit, vegetables at all seasons, wines, 
brandies, bacon and manufactured 
goods of all kinds of South California. 
Instead of competing with otiier roads 
in local business it will furnish them 
with a vast amount of freight that is 
now useless in the plains and moun­ 
tains. From the interest felt at both 
entls of the line and the character of 
the men engaged in the enterprise, it 
appears to be a sure thing that the en­ 
terprise will lie carried out, and be a 
source of wonderful prosperity to South 
California. The only expensive |>or- 
tion of the route will be to get through 
the Sierra Madre from Hock Creek 
to Monte Vista. The citizens of Salt 
Lake City have already subscrified 
enough rneney to build the road 
through Utah to the Nevada line, and 
the mine owners in Nevada express a 
desire to help the line through that 
State; ami it is quite likelv that con­ 
necting lines of railway will take a lib­ 
eral share of stock in the enterprise. 
An informal meeting of influential 
citizens was held in this city yester­ 
day, and another will be held next 
Wednesday. 
It is intended to have the line, after 
coming out of the Tujunga cafion, to 
continue on the mesa through Cres- 
centa Cañada, La Cañada and Posa 
dena, where it would connect with the 
Santa Fc and Southern Pacific system. 
Through freight from the interior 
and from San Francisco, Sacramento 
and Portland, Oregon, could lie carrioc 
all through Ixis Angeles county on the 
high mesa from Rock Creek to Colton 
for southern and eastern markets with­ 
out losing a thousand feet of elevation 
by coming to this city. The pussen 
gér time bv the new line would tie four 
and a half’days to Chicago and five 
and a half to New York. The project 
is assuming large proportions.

from the m ost demoralizing and nam e­ 
less vices which grow up amid idle­ 
ness and too scdantary habits. 
Fur­ 
thermore, when it com es to downright 
fighting, even that is far from being 
an unm ixed evil. 
A right hard con­ 
test, in w hich a man gives and re­ 
ceives severe knocks, w ill prevent the 
growth of cowardice in the sou l; and 
courage is a large part of manhood. 
Courage— just plain absence of phys­ 
ical fear—among th e Romans was syn­ 
onym ous w ith the highest conception 
of m anhood known to that great peo­ 
ple. 
All the highest forms of animal 
life include th e power and willingness 
to fight. 
All the m ost progressive 
races of the age, and of every other 
age, have been famous fighters. 
The 
world needs fighting anim als, and can­ 
not m ake any progress, nor ever m ain­ 
tain her present status without fight­ 
ers.

EMMA WILLIAMS. 
W h o W ho C’lia rffe d W lth lh e 1?I o r ­ 
d e r o f D r. B u rd e ll. 
Mrn. Emma Williams, whose death 
occurred in New York City last Tues­ 
day, was Mrs. Cunningham, who, in 
1857, was the principal defendant in 
the trial in that city for the killing of 
Dr. Harvey Burdell, a case which be­ 
came one of the cause celebre of the 
Empire City, 
Dr. Burdell, a wealthy dentist of 
New York, resided at 81 Bond street. 
He owned the house, hut rented it to 
Mrs. Cunningham, who sublet him 
upartments, and in time became his 
housekeci>cr. The doctor was, on the 
morning of the 81st of January, found 
dead on the floor of his room. He had 
received forty or titty stabs. He had 
evidently made a d sperate ^ffbrt to 
defend his life against his assassins, as 
evidences of a terrible struggle were 
seen in the wrecked furniture, with 
slashes of blood on the walls and 
pools of crimson gore on the floor. 
The murders left no clew by which 
to ideutify them, but strong suspicion 
fell on Mrs. Cunningham and John J 
Eckel, a boarder in the house. Both 
were charged with complicity in the 
crime and put on trial for their lives. 
Some singular testimony was produced 
on the part of the defense during the 
trial. There was nothing but circum­ 
stantial evidence to offer on the part 
of the prosecution, and the intimate 
relations existing between Mrs. Cun­ 
ningham and the deceased formed the 
strongest link in the chain. To break 
the force of this, it was claimed by the 
defense—what had never been known 
or susi>ected before—that Dr. Burdell 
and Mrs. Cunningham had been pri­ 
vately married. Rev. Dr. Snodgrass, 
a well known clergyman, had per­ 
formed the ceremony. The minister, 
when placed on the witness stand, 
swore that he had married her to 
somebody; he could not positively de­ 
scribe the groom, but believed that 
Eckel, her co-defendant, w'asthe man. 
The testimony on the part of the pros­ 
ecution was not at all strong, and both 
the defendants were acquitted. 
MRS. CUNNINGHAM’S SUIT. 
After her release Mrs. Cunningham 
brought suit in the Surrogate’s Court 
to establish her claim to Dr. Burdell’s 
estate, as his widow, and pretended 
to be confined of a child, which she 
asserted was# Dr. Burdell’s. It was 
proven by Oakley Half, prosecuting 
attorney, that this child had been 
smuggled to her in a basket from the 
alms-house. She was defeated in her 
suit and soon afterward went to San 
Francisco. 
Not long after Mrs. Cunningham’s 
removal to San Francisco she became 
acquainted with a wealthy mining 
man, the owner of extensive copper 
mines at Muleje, Lower California. 
He became smitten with the charms 
of the attractive widow, and subse­ 
quently married her. But dissipation 
and death soon broke the matrimonial 
alliance. She was again a widow. 
By the terms of the will of her last 
husband she became the exclusive 
owner of the property of which he 
was possessed, including the copper 
mines. They were supposed to be of 
great value, and she began to look 
around for a competent manager of 
her estate. Her choice now fell on a 
well-known mining superintendent, an 
Englishman of commanding pres­ 
ence, and the twain were soon united. 
But her hopes of increased worldly 
wealth were doomed to disappoint­ 
ment. Water flooded the mines, and 
much of her means were exhausted 
in procuring expensive machinery, 
which failea to free the mines from 
the aqueous fluid. 
AT MUMCJK. 
Some three or four years ago she 
sold her mining property at Muleje, 
with several thousand acres of laud, 
to u syndicate of Boston capitalists, 
and some twenty or thirty thousand 
dollars was to be paid down. But the 
tide had turned against her. When it 
seemed that she was about to be well 
rid of her costly elephant her plans 
were frustrated.

THK NEW ENGLAND SPINSTER. 


H e r C o u r s e , D c i l l a r a a d In ere a m - 
I n f F r e q u e u c y . 
The supply of old maids in Now 
England not only furnishes some sur­ 
prising figures to the statistician and 
an unfailing subject to the funny para- 
grapher but seems in a fair way to 
produce some sociologic problems that 
even Herbert Spencer has never gran- 
pled with. Of a class of nineteen girls 
who had graduated from a large New 
England town in 1871 five have mar­ 
ried, four have died of consumption, 
and ten are unmarried, though they 
average about thirty-six years of age. 
The next year sixteen graduated, and 
six of these are married, ten of them 
still single. Of twenty-one who grad­ 
uated in the class of 1873 eighteen are 
unmarried. From 1871 to 1870 some 
ninety-nine 
girls 
graduated 
from 
that high school, and of these sixty 
one are single, giving an average of 
two-thirds remaining unmarried. This 
may be taken as somewhat over the 
general average throughout the entire 
extent of the New England States, 
however, but it is safe to say that 
nearly one-half of the woiueu remain 
spinsters. 
The reason of this, of 
course, is the steady emigration of the 
men to the West and the large cities 
in the Middle States, and the result is 
that the work of that part of the cotin 
try is gradually falling into the hands 
of the women.' The numlier of farm­ 
ers among them is greatly increasing, 
the female with her patient persistence 
and small economies being far better 
fitted to wring a living from the 
ungenerous soil and climate, where 
a man 
with 
his 
larger 
views 
and more extravagant methods only 
rtms into debt. 
Almost every rural 
and more than half of the urban 
echools are taught by women. 
Tliey 
have verv nearly monopolized the ser­ 
vice at the hotels and at summer re­ 
sorts, and the women are developing 
a business sense and a capacity to 
struggle with the world and grapple 
the questions affecting the welfare of 
the community in which they live, 
which make their wishes and opin­ 
ions of great weight in public matters. 
Though they have not the ballot, in 
all local public matters their influence 
is enormous and must be calculated 
upon by aspiring local politicians. 
The result of this is a stringency of 
public regulations that renders the 
small 
towns 
in 
New 
England 
models of propriety. Another cur­ 
ious result is that the prevalence 
•of spinsterhood seems to have robbed 
it of the element of reproach which 
still pervails to a certain extent in 
more maritally inclined communities. 
New England’women have gradually 
come to regard single life as a more 
or less natural state, and the only 
hereditary survival of feminine in­ 
stinct which is to strong forc-ircum? 
stances is the very frequent cases of 
adoption of other people's children by 
unmarried women. A curious feat­ 
ure, too, of this altogether curious 
and anomalous state of society is that 
the spinsters as a rule greatly prefer 
to adopt girls, and very reluctantly 
give these girls in marriage when they 
are grown.—[N. Y. World.

the mass, which belonged to St. Mar­ 
garet, Queen of Scotland, the grand­ 
daughter of Edmund Ironsides and 
mother of Matilda, the wife of Henry 
I. and the foundress of Dumferline 
Abbey, who died in 1003. It is beau­ 
tifully illustrated with four full-page 
pictures of the Evangelists, in the 
English style of the first part of the 
eleventh century’. From a passage in 
the ‘‘Life of the Queen,” by Purgot, 
compared with an inscription in the 
volume, it is clear that this very book 
was believed to have been the subject 
of a miracle, in having been immereed 
in a river for a considerable time 
without receiving injury. The MS. 
was subsequently in the possession of 
Lord William Howard of Naworth, 
who gave it its present binding.

The eighth annual fair of the Sixtl 
District Agricultural Association will 
open in a few days and arrangements 
have been completed to make it l*?tter 
than any of the seven that have gone 
Itefore. The following announcement 
has been made by the directors who 
are N. N. Covarrubios, L. Lichtenbor- 
ger, Los Angeles; J. C. Newton, 
J. W. Robinson, Los Angeles; L. J 
Rose, 8an Gabriel: S. Washburn, Pas­ 
adena; J. W. Waters, Jr., Ran Ber­ 
nardino; E. F. Spence, Treasurer; J. 
W. Robinson, President: E. A. Dc- 
Camp, Secretary; 
Camping accommodations—For the 
accommodation of families and parties 
desiring to camp out during the fair, 
the Iloard olfer the use of Agricultural 
Park Grove for that purpose. Water 
convenient for man and beast. 
By availing themselves of this op­ 
portunity, the attendance at the Dis­ 
trict Fair may be made a pleasant 
camping tour by parties at a distance, 
at small expense. Our climate is 
most favorable for the introduction of 
this custom while attending our fairs. 
The Pacific Coast Steamship Com­ 
pany will issue round trip passenger 
tickets to the fair as follows: From 
San Diego to San Pedro wharf and re­ 
turn, $8; from Santa Barbara do, $8;

The following rules have been 
adopted: 
Rule I. Each member of the Dis­ 
trict Agricultural Association No. <>, of 
California, will be furnished with a 
ticket upon the presentation of his 
certificate of membership (to transfer 
or loan which subjects him to expul­ 
sion from the association and expul­ 
sion from any of its benefits in the fu­ 
ture). 
Rule II. Price of admission to the 
stock grounds or trotting park: Child­ 
ren under 15 years old, 25 cents; 
grand stand, 25 cents; quarter-stretch 
badge, $1, and quarter-strfetch badge 
for season, $3.50. 
No horses will be 
allowed to be hitched to a tree oi any 
fixture on the ground. 
Rule III. Exhibitors must see to 
the delivery of their articles upon the 
ground*to the superintendent of the 
appropriate department by the 10th 
day of October. 
Rule IV. All exhibitora who intend 
to compete for the premiums of the 
Association must purchase an exhib­ 
itor’s ticket, price $5, and all must 
have their cxliibitsentered at the office 
of the Entry Clerk at the park by 
Monday, the* 10th day of October, at 
10 o’clock a . m., that they may he ar­ 
ranged in their apartments, and in 
readiness for examination by the 
Judges; and no premiums will be paid 
on any article or animal unless proper­ 
ly entered on the Secretary’s books by 
tí o’clock P. M. Monday, the 10th day 
of October, and in the’ place assigned 
them for exhibition. Said ticket will 
admit but one person to that part of 
the fair where the exhibit is. 
Rule V. The Association will not 
be respon.silde for the omission to ex­ 
hibit any article or animal not entered 
strictly in accordance with its rules. 
Rule VI. No article nor animal 
entered for premiums can be re­ 
moved or taken away before the 
close 
of 
the 
exhibition 
with­ 
out special permission from the 
Secretary or Executive Committee. 
No premiums will be paid on articles 
or animals removed in violation of 
this rule. 
Rule VII. All articles or animals 
engaged for exhibition must have 
cards with the nurnhers as entered by 
the entry clerks; and exhibitors in all 
cases must obtain their cards previous 
to placing their articles on exhibition. 
Cards for animals must be placed in 
a eonspieioua plaee, on the stalls or 
pens, and cards for other articles will 
be attached to them. 
Rule VIII. Those who wish to offer 
articles or animals for sale during the 
fair, must notify the secretary or entry 
clerk of the same, at the time of enter­ 
ing, and have a card attached or 
posted on stall or pen, stating that 
they aro for Bale, with the owner’s 
name. 
Ruule IX. The Board of Directors 
will use every precaution in their 
power for the safe preservation of all 
articles and stock on exhibition, but 
will not he accountable for loss or 
damage. Exhibitors must give atten­ 
tion to their articles or animals during 
the fair, and at the close of the exhi­ 
bition attend to their removal. 
Rule X. Judges will be selected 
with reference solely to the highest 
order of fitness; provided, alway, that 
no person will be permitted to act as 
judge in the same department where 
he is a competitor. 
Rule XI. In no cases can the 
judges award special or discretionrry 
premiums, but may commend to the 
Board of Directors any articles or ani- 
iinals in their class which they m a y 
deem worthy of special notice, and lor 
which a premium has not been offered. 
Ralo XII. No stock of inferior qual­ 
ity will be admitted within the grounds. 
A committee will be appointed to rule 
out all below a medium grado. 
Rule XIII. No person will be al­ 
lowed to interfere with the judges 
during their adjudication, and any 
person who shall attempt to interfere 
with them, whether verbally or other­ 
wise, shall be excluded from competi­ 
tion.Rule XIV. The Superintendents oi 
Departments will receive the award 
books from the Secretary and deliver 
them to the proper judges in their re­ 
spective departments; will afford the 
judges every facility for examination, 
point out the articles or animals to be 
examined: attach prize cards to the 
articles; ribbons to the successful ani­ 
mals, under the direction of the 
Judges; and when the awards are fin­ 
ished and entered into the books, will 
receive them from the Judges and re­ 
tu rn th e m carefully to th e P resid en t 
o r S ecretary, allo w in g no p erso n to 
h a n d le o r e x a m in e th e m , e x c e p t spe­ 
cially a u th o riz e d to do s o ; a s upo u th e 


entry of awards in them, signed by 
the Judges, and upon no other author­ 
ity, can orders or checks for premiums 
be drawn. 
Rule XV. Protests against an 
awarding committee, or award, must 
be made in writing, accompanied by 
an affidavit, to the Secretary before 
the close of the day following the 
making of such award. The protest­ 
ed awards will lie held in alieyatice 
until final action is taken by the Ex­ 
ecutive Committee. 
Rule XVI. The general Superin­ 
tendent will see that the stock grounds 
are in proper order for the reception 
and exhibition of stock of all kinds, 
and for the comfort ami convenience 
of exhibitors and visitors; that proper 
supplies of food for stock and water 
for all purposes are on tiio ground and 
convenient of access. He will direct 
exhibitors on their arrival, and after 
the entry of their animals to projier 
stalls or departments on the grounds, 
and in connection with the Superin­ 
tendents of Departments will see that 
all classes of stock are ready for exhi­ 
bition or parade at the exact time and 
in the particular manner as specified 
in the programme, and will exercise a 
general supervision over the grounds, 
preserving order and decorum. The 
Marshal and his assistants will be 
invested with all the powers and pre­ 
rogatives with which constables are 
invested, so far as acts or offenses are 
committed within, or in reference to 
or in connection with the exhibitions 
are concerned, and they shall be re­ 
sponsible to the Board of Directors for 
the projier management of their de­ 
partment. 
Rule XVII. No animal can compete 
in more than one class, unless the 
exception is made in the schedule. 
Rule XVIII. All machines, imple­ 
ments, or other products of any me­ 
chanical art, must be exhibited by 
their respective makers, or inventors 
or improvers, or their assigns or ugents 
to or for whom only premiums for 
such articles will ho awarded. Any 
ficticious entries will subject the par­ 
ticipants in the fraud to forfeiture of 
all premiums awarded, as well as ex­ 
clusion from competition of any future 
exhibition of the association. 
Rule XIX. All who intend exhibit­ 
ing or competing for premiums will 
confer a great favor on the association 
by forwarding their entries by mail tq 
the secretary at Los Angeles, at least 
one week liefore the fair. This will 
enable the secretary to have the en­ 
tries made seasonably and without 
confusion, on all the reqnisito tickets 
ready in a letter envelope for delivery 
on demand when the party arrives 
and calls for them. 
Rule XX. Premiums are payable 
in cash, except where otherwise speci­ 
fied. Premiums will be paid by the 
treasurer only on the order of the 
president and secretary, and will be 
delivered by the secretary within five 
days after the last day of the fair. 
These orders must be endorsed by the 
party to whom they are made pay­ 
able.Rule XXI 
When a majority of 
judges on any section is present, they 
shall constitute a quorum and bo au­ 
thorized to award premiums; and the 
first on the list of those present shall 
be chairman. 
Rule XXII. The judges will give the 
reasons in writing for their decisions 
as far as practicable, embracing the 
desirable and valuable qualities of the 
animal or article to which a premium 
is awarded. 
Rule XXIII. Should Judges not be 
satisfied of the regularity of the en­ 
tries in their respective classes, they 
will apply to the Entry Clerk for infor­ 
mation ; and should there still he any 
doubt, after examination, or if any 
article or any animal is of such a 
character as not to be entitled to ex­ 
hibition in competition, they will ex­ 
clude from their award all such arti­ 
cles or animals. 
Rule XXIV. 
Discretionary pre­ 
miums may be awarded by the Board 
of Directors, should subjects of spec­ 
ial interest not provided for in any of 
the classes he presented. 
Rale XXV. All instruments, ma­ 
chines, utensils and apparatus intoud- 
ed to be used in the preparation, cul­ 
ture or seeding of the soil, in the 
liarvesting, manufacture or transpor­ 
tation of produce, or in the various 
rexuirements of ngriculture, or in 
promoting the comforts of agricul­ 
turists and their families, will be 
admitted to the exhibition whether in 
competition or not. 
Rule XXVI. The exhibition in the 
cattle ring or tract, will take place 
punctually at the hour specified in 
the programme. 
Rule XXVII. The Judges will re­ 
port the animals and articles entitled 
to premiums, but abo those next in 
merit in each class, to meet the con­ 
tingency of any legal objections which 
may arise to the awards, and also that 
they may receive suitable commenda­ 
tion.Rule XXVIII. Judges arc particu­ 
larly requested to hand their awards to 
the President or Secretary, as the case 
may be, as b o o h as their decisions are 
made, and writo out their rej»ort«, giv­ 
ing the reason of their awards and 
hand to the Secretary Ixtfore the close 
of the Fair, that they may go into the 
transaction of the Association. 
It 
longer time is needed in any particu­ 
lar, apply to the Secretary for copies 
of the awards. 
Rulo XXIX. Exhibitors of all an­ 
imals must plane the name of the 
animals and the particular breed to 
which the animal belongs in a con­ 
spicuous place in their respective 
stalls. 
Rule XXX. No animal shall bo en­ 
tered in the name of any other than the 
buna fide owner. Should a'ny be entei ed 
otherwise, they will not bo allowed 
to receive a premium, although award­ 
ed by the Judges. 
Rule XXXI. No person other than 
the Judges will be permitted to go 
into the ring where stock is examined, 
except the officers of the association 
or Marshals. No stock will be permit­ 
ted to entur the ring unless under hal­ 
ter and in care of a groom. • 
Rulo XXXII. Purity of blood, as 
established by pedigree, symmetry, 
size, early maturity and general char­ 
acteristics of the several breeds of ani­ 
mals, to be considered, and the Judges 
will make proper allowance for ago, 
feeding and other circumstances. 
Rule XXXIII. There will be a 
grand parade of all the stock on exhi­ 
bition at 10 o’clock on such days as 
the Board shall decide, of which no­ 
tice shall be given on the day previ­ 
ous; and a fuiluro of any stock to 
appear at that hour will exclude such 
stock from competition for premiums. 
All persons having stock on tlio 
grounds will see to it at that hour, as 
the rule will l*o strictly adhered to. 
Rulo XXXIV. No diseased stock 
or stock of inferior quality will he ad­ 
mitted within the grounds. 
Rule XXXV. Box stalls for prem­ 
ium horses, $2.50 each. Open stalls 
for horses and cattle, $1.00 each. 
Notice.

And the Board also th is day, in 
pursuance of law, declared the levy of 
an ad valorem tax of 1 cent upon each

total of 60.8 cents. 
You are therefore, as provided by 
Section 3714, of th e Political Code, re­ 
quired on the first Monday of October 
next, to levy the said rate of State 
taxation upon the taxable property in 
th e county.

The rate last vear was 56 cents, or 
4 cents aud8 m ills leas than this year, 
and ou a smaller valuation. 
It is 
thought, however, that the rate will 
be increased next year more than this, 
for the support of the State institutions 
is becoming more expensive. 
The 
County Auditor is preparing an esti­ 
mate of the am ount required for the 
coming vear, and it is probable that 
it will t»e ready for the public next 
Monday. 
So far as he is able to iudge 
a t present, the amount required will 
be between $400,000 and $500.000, 
allowing $100,000 for roads and $100,- 
•030 for tiie schools. The matter of 
fixing the rate per head for school 
■children will come up for consideration 
before the Supervisors on October 3d. 
The County Superintendent lias writ­ 
ten a letter asking that the rate be 
fixed at not less than $4.00 per school 
child, and the City Board have asked 
that it be fixed at $5.00 per child. 
It 
is stated that the School Trustees 
throughout the county are very de­ 
sirous of having the rate fixed at $5.00 
per child, and at this rate the aggre­ 
gate will be less than $100,000, ior 
there are not quite 20,000 children in 
.the countv.

This- fruit has not yet a]>- 
peared in the market in sufficient 
quantities to attract attention, although 
enough was offered for sale last year 
to create a fair denuuin for this sea­ 
son’s pack am ong those who were 
fortunate enough to secure a i>ortion 
of last year’s crop. 
Tlie nectarine 
has not been extensively planted in 
California yet, and certainly m erits 
m uch more attention than it’ has re­ 
ceived from our orchardists. 
As a 
dried fruit, when prepared for table 
use, the nectarine is superior to either 
peach or apricot, ana its excellent 
qualities only 
need 
to 
be 
more 
generally known to be recognized as 
such. 
Special 
pains 
should and 
doubtless will be exercised by our 
fruit-packers to place this season’s 
crop upon the market in the most at­ 
tractive shape, and thus encourage a 
more general dem and for the crop of 
succeeding seasons. 
We believe this 
to be the coming fruit, and we do not 
hesitate to ent ourage others to engage 
in its production. 
It cannot be grown 
with any success in any of the East­ 
ern States, and as the demand in­ 
creases for it California orchards will 
have to be greatly enlarged to m eet it,

W h a t B r a i n W o r k W ill D o . 
A striking instance of the extent to 
w hich saving machinery is carried 
nowadays, says the industrial Journal, 
is shown in the tin-can industry. 
Everybody knows that tin cans are 
manufactured by machinery. 
One of 
the machines used in the process sol­ 
ders the longitudinal seams of the 
cans at the rate of fifty a minute, the 
cans running along in a continuous 
stream. 
Now, of course, a drop o 
two of solder is left on the can. 
Tin 
drop on the outside can be easily 
cleared away, but it is not so easy to 
secure the drop left on the inside. 
It 
wouldn’t do to retard the speed of the 
work—better waste the drop; it is 
only a trifle, anyhow, and to 399 men 
in 1000 would not seem to be worth a 
minute’s attention. 
The thousandth man worked for a 
firm using one of these m achines, and 
he set about devising an ingenious ar­ 
rangement for wiping the inside of 
the can, thereby saving that drop of 
solder and leaving none to come in 
contact with the contents of the can. 
H e was encouraged by his employers 
to patent his invention, did so, and 
has already received several thousand 
dollars in royalties for its use. 
As the 
m achine solders .‘>0,000 cans a day .the 
solder saved by his invention amount­ 
ed to about $15 a day.

iie t e r m c a t a r r h is a p p l i e d t o a 
peculiar disorder of the nostrils and ad­ 
jacent parts, which prevails to an alarm ing 
extent, aun is productive of very serious 
consequences. 
The m ost prom inent and characteristic 
feature is a morbid discharge from the head, 
varying in its nature at different times. 
In some there is an ulm«)st constant flow 
of clear, acrid Huid, but ofteneran offensive, 
purulent or m uc«-purulcut, greenish-yellow 
m atter is secreted, which accum ulates in 
the nostrils or drops into the throat, neces­ 
sitating its frequent removal by blowing the 
mise or expectoration, an d often by both 
processes. 
Sometim es 
patients 
feel 
as 
though their head was in a state of rotten­ 
ness, so groat is the am ount of m atter dis­ 
charged and so fetid is its od«>r. The pa­ 
tien t is greatly annoyed by the constant 
dropping into th e throat of the m oihid 
m atter from the head, and as a recum bent 
position naturally favors the flow downward 
his rest is frequently disturbe*! from this 
cause. Many sufferers are obliged to lie *ith 
the head very m uch elevated iu order to 
sleep w ith some degree ot comfort. 
Iu others a tough, viscid and offensive 
phlegm collects behind and abovo the soft 
palate, in the passage between the throat and 
head, adhering to th e parts with gluiah tenac­ 
ity.
